3. Claims 1-3, 5, 7-11, and 13-15 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: : the 
examiner is unaware of any prior art which suggests or renders obvious a gallium nitride 
based compound semiconductor device with a buffer layer adjacent to a gallium nitride 
based light emitting member which is comprised of a multilayer quantum well structure 
with at least two indium gallium nitride well layers and two aluminum indium gallium 
nitride barrier layers (alternately layered) having the explicit composition as described 
by the applicant in claims 1 and 9.
